RELIGIOUS SERVICES FOR GAYS? At the last meeting of LE-HI-HO an idea sur- 
faced and was discussed about having periodic religious celebrations for the 
Gay Community in the Lehigh Valley. We recognize that many Gays are turned- 
off with the religious establishment because of its negative stance toward 
homosexuals. However, many Gays have had strong religious training as young 
people and the "gay church" experience has proved to be, for many, a liber- 
ating force in their life. Those of us with deep religious roots who have 
attended gay religious services in New York or Philadelphia know of the 
unique meaning, liberation and sense of oneness in receiving Holy Communion 
within the context of our Gay fellowship. Several of us are exploring poss- 
ibilities! Possibly we could hold one or two celebrations within the next 
year and invite someone from the Metropolitan Community Church to officiate. 
Just ideas right now! If you are interested in helping to work on this 
effort or are supportive of the cause, please send us your name and address, 
Feedback from you will determine whether or not we will proceed. 

BEHIND THE SCENES: Not everyone is aware of what LE-HI-HO, or specifically 
the Board of Directors, does between general meetings.
